containing Everett Dowdy and Daniel 
McDonald, who 
had 
harpooned It, 
thinking It was a swordfish. 
A score 
of times it turned and attacked the 
boat, a hundred times it sought the 
bottom, endeavoring to pull the frail 
dory down after it. and only being pre­ 
vented by the length of the harpoon 
rope. 
The fish was styled a skillagalee or 
large billfish by the authorities on T 
wharf, blit never before was one of 
that species known to grow to half its 
size. 
All one day the animal was on exhi­ 
bition at the store of the Gloucester 
Kish Company in Atlantic avenue, and 
a wondering crowd marvelled at its 
proportions. 
Its tail measured six feet 
when extended, its side fin was nearly 
two feet long, and its huge dorsal was 
nearly four feet. 
It had a sharp nose, 
about two feet long, as hard as a 
Roman sword, and its head was larger 
than a swordfish. 
Daniel McDonald told a Journal man 
the story of the capture. 
“A week 
ago,” lie said, “in a dead calm. Dowdy 
and I put off in a dory. We had rowed 
but a short distance from the ship 
when we saw this fish rising, and as 
he reached the surface I put a harpoon 
into him. 
Then I saw that he was 
like no swordfish that ever lived. 
Ile 
tore around in the water, creating enor­ 
mous waves, and then dashed at the 
boat. 
Ile hit it a number of times 
with his body, but his sword was so 
short in proportion that he was unable 
to use it. 
“Then he started to run away. 
The 
line grew taut, and we tore through the 
water like a torpedo boat. 
Twenty 
knots we did. if we did one, and dories 
aren’t made to stand a strain like that. 
“ After a while it tried to ease up. but 
each time we pulled taut on the rope. 
I his finally tired him out. 
H e was 
bleeding a1! the time, and at last, five 
hours after we harpooned him, he 
turned over. 
Then we started to pull 
back to the ship. 
She was fully ten 
miles away, ami the monster, which 
weighed IRM) pounds, was not easy to 
move, even in the water. 
We finally 
got back, completely tired out. 
It was 
a great victory.”—Boston Journal.

The male portion of 
the population would be less and less 
able to marry because it would lack 
the wage-earning power to maintain a 
wife and family. 
The female portion 
would be exempt from the economic 
pressure which m ust candidly be ad­ 
mitted, in perhaps numerous eases, to 
be one of the canoes th at lead women 
to accept marriage. 
Thus where women were largely em­ 
ployed we should expect the birth-rate 
to fall, as it is falling in England and 
the United States, and the number of 
unemployed male clerks to Increase to 
enormous proportions, as It is reported 
to have done in England. If, however, 
we look at the evidence of general sta­ 
tistics, it is not proved that the substi­ 
tution of female for male labor baa 
gone to very serious lengths. 
It would seem that while the open­ 
ings for women have increased, and 
are increasing in the modern order of 
industry, the number of men employed 
fully keeps pace with the population. 
It may, too, be reasonably contended 
that the increased opportunities for 
women must have a salutary influence 
upon the race by placing women In 
a better economic position, and en­ 
abling them to insists upon a higher 
standard of morality and conduct In 
men before they will consent to give 
their hands. 
Women’s labor is only 
mischievous 
when 
it reduces male 
labor to a parasitic position, as in the 
town of Dundee, where, owing to the 
fact that the competition of the low- 
wage countries of the East has to be 
faced, employers cannot pay men, and 
those who should In* workers subsist 
upon the wages of their wives.—Lo**- 
don Mail.

four tablespoonfuls of water, and put 
on the top crust. Wet the edges of the 
under crust, pinch the top one upon it. 
and prick the top several times with a 
fork, or slash it in the centre. 
Bake 
nearly an hour ‘in a moderate oven. 
This pie is best the day it is baked. 
A 
small pie will, of course, require less 
sea Simi n g.

Keep commission on department 
methods, has submitted to the 
president the commission's re- 
ports of investigation of the 
methods employed by the bureau 
of statistics of the department of 
agriculture in estimating crops 
and especially the cotton crop. 


The report says that in every 


instance, except in the case of 
three cotton reports in the last 
six yeara, the bureau of statistics 
estimates have been underesti- 
mates. 
The 
under-estimating 


has been especially great in the 
case of cereal crops and live 
stock. 
The conclusion of the 


commission is that the methods 
of the bureau of statistics must 
be greatly improved or the ser- 
vice discontinued. 


The report makes various sug- 


gestions looking- to improvement 
of the service. 
It says that crop 


conditions «hould be expressed 
in percentages without fraction*. 
It recommends that in the case of 
cotton the percentase figure of 
condition be converted into bales 
of indicated weight by a well 
known commercial formula. 
It 


recommends 
the transfer 
of 


of statistics to the bureau of the 
census. 


An important recommendation 


of the report is that the bureau 
of statistics, in the case of cot 
ton, confine its 
work to its 


monthly reports expressing the 
condition of the growing crop du- 
ring the growing season. 


Discussing the ginning statis- 


tics of the census bureau, the re- 
port reaches the conclusion that 
the earlier reports of ginning 
cover so wmall a proportion of 
the crop as to be without value. 
It recommends that DO ginning 
report be issued before the mid- 
dle of October

One of the men who joined the Col- 


onial forces which were battling for 
the freedom of Texas wn« John In-

During the siege of Gonzales, 


«ays the author of "With the Milkers 
of Texas." he performed a feat of hero- 
Ism which is yet remembered. 


The Texan*, favored by a dark night, 


opened an entrenchment on the right 
side of the river, within 400 or 500 feet 
of the Alamo, and at daylight the next 
morning the twelve-pounder, supported 
l>y the company to which Ingrniu be- 
longed, began to thunder.

"Then he started to run away. The 


line grew taut, and we tore through the 
water like a torpedo boat.

knots we did. If we did one, and dories 
aren't made to stand a strain like that. 


"After a while It tried to ease up, but 


each time we pulled taut on the rope. 
This finally tired him out. 
He was 


bleediug all the time, and at last, five 
hours after we harpooned him, he 
turned over. Then we started to pull 
back to the ship. She was fully ten 
miles away, and the monster, \vhlcli 
weighed 1400 pounds, was not easy to 
move, even in the water.

got back, completely tired out. It was 
a great victory."—Boston Journal.

WOMEN IN WORK. 


The London Mall, drawing attention 


to a statement of its New York cor- 
respondent concerning the extent to 
which the labor of women Is replacing 
that of men, asks: la tucb a process 


of substitution a good or a bad thing' 
for the worker* themselves and for tb» 
State to which they belong? If men, 
who generally require higher pay be- 
cause they have, a* a rule, to brine 
up a family, are crowded out of work 
to make way for women, who take 
lower wages because they are prepared 
to accept celibacy as their lot or be- 
cause they receive from tbelr parent* 
as a free gift some part of their cost 
of living, the result would unquestion- 
ably be deplorable. 
It would mean 


that the social organism was commit- 
ting slow suicide. The male portion of 
the population would be less and lesa 
able to marry because it would lack 
the wage-earning power to maintain a 
wife and family. The female portion 
would be exempt from tbe economic 
pressure which must candidly be ad- 
mitted, In perhaps numerous cases, to 
be one of the caoces that lead 'women 
to accept marriage. 


Thus where women were largely em- 


ployed we should expect the birth-rate 
to fall, as it i» falling In England and 
the United States, and tbe number of 
unemployed male clerks to Increase to 
enormous proportions, as It Is reported 
to have done in England. If, however, 
we look at the evidence of general sta- 
tistics, It is not proved that the substl. 
tutlon of female for male labor hat 
gone to very serious lengths.

Philadelphia, Jan 
*22.—Kipht- 


een per&ons were killed and prob- 
ably half a hundred injured in a 
panic following the c ry of tire 
last night in St. Panl'M Colored 
Baptist Church, in Eighth street. 


The services were hold on the 


second floor of the building. A 
defective Hue set Hre to the chim- 
ney, 
causing smoke to issue 


through the crevices IP the floor 
near the pulpit. 


The room was well hlled at the 


time and the cry "tire" coupled 
with the sight of the smoke threw 
the congregation into a panic. 


A wild rush was made for the 
stairs, despite the efforts of Rev 
E. W. Johnson, the pastor, to 
allay the fears ef the frenzied peo- 
ple. 
AH wanted to get out at 


onee and men, women and child- 
len alike were knocked down and 
tiampled upon by those pushing 
from behind. The stairway to 
the tirst floor had one sharp turn 
m it and the frightened people be- 
came so tightly wedged in the 
bend of the stairs the frail wood- 
en balustrade gave way, precip- 
itating many to tho first Boor. 


The crash and the screams and 


shrieks of the women and chil- 
dren added to the frenzy of those 
above. They did not stop in their 
mad rash to get out. Notwith- 
standing the wide open doors of 
the first floor leading to the street 
the crush was so great that eight- 
een persons had the life stamped 
out of them before the panic was 
ended.

Keep commission on department 
methods, has submitted to the 
president the commission's re 
ports of investigation of the 
methods em ployed by the bureau 
of statistics of the department of 
agriculture in estimating crops 
and especially the cotton crop. 


The report says that in every 


instance, except in the case of 
three cotton reports in the last 
six years, the bureau of statistics 
•stimates have been underesti- 
mates. 
The 
under-estimating 


has been especially great in the 
case of cereal crops and live 
stock. 
The conclusion of the 


commission is that the methods 
of the bureau of statistics must 
be greatly improved or the ser- 
vice discontinued. 


The report makes various sug- 


gestions looking to improvement 
of the service. 
It says that crop 


conditions ^hould be expressed 
in percentages without fraction*. 
It recommends that in the case of 
cotton the percentage figure of 
condition be converted into bales 
of indicated weight by a well 
known commercial formula. It 
recommend;* 
the transfer 
of 


the determination of the cotton 
acreage planted from the bureau 
'of statistics to the bureau of the 
census. 


An important recommendation 


of the report is that the bureau 
of statistics, in the case of cot- 
ton, confine its 
work to its 


monthly reports expressing the 
condition of the growing crop du- 
ring the growing season. 


Discussing the ginning statis- 


tics of the census bureau, the re- 
port reaches the conclusion that 
the earlier reports of ginning 
cover so small a proportion of 
the crop as to be without value. 
It recommends that DO ginning 
report be issued before the mid- 
dle of October

SIBERIAN HOSPITALITY. 


kOtM^ KTAINED at the Siberian 


Ulage of 
Krivochokovo, 


Mous. Jules Legnts remem- 
bered that be had a letter 
to a notable of that place, 
and hastened 4o present it. 


Monsieur Gautlor, In his book on Rus- 
sia, describes, iu Monsieur Legras' own 
words, the cordial hospitality with 
which he was received, and also tells 
of the diniculty which concluded his 
charming visit. 


"They had detained mo till 10 o'clock 


In the evening." he writes, "by re- 
penting, 'Why are you in a hurry?" and 
I was ou the point of making my de- 
parture when I heard the mistress of 
the house sny In a low voice to her 
liii«bnud. 'Shall I send for the- car- 
rinse?' To which he replied, 'No.* At 
this word a shiver passed over me. 
Doubtless this host, who had made me 
send away the coachman, was una- 
ware of what his refusal meant, else- 
iie would have said to me, 'Here is .1 
sofa: sleep here.' 


"My situation was perilous, but what 


could I do? At the end of a few mo- 
lueuts I rose to take my leave, and 
bavins: ;i»ked if I could get a cab. was 
met with the reply that at this hour 
none could be obtained. 


"Krivochokovo is a village whose 


population constitutes the very flotsam 
find jetsnm of Siberian civilization. 
The village- has neither streets nor 
lights nor police. 
It is considered a 


cutthroat spot, where honest people 
shut themselves tight at night. 


"I hnd neither stick uor revolver, and 


I hnd on me a large sum of money. 
Finally. I was ignorant of the exact 
position of my inn. situated over a mile 
:iway. First of all. dogs threw them- 
selves upon me. I shook them off, and 
started as best I could. 


"The night was inky black. 
Amid 


the irregular clusters of houses there 
vas no regular street by which to guide 
myself. As 1 hesitated 1 heard a 'Who 
Is that?' It was a watchman of a pile 
of wood who hailed me. He directed 
me. nnd giving me a large branch that 
would do for a stick, he said. 'You are 
wrong. Barine. to go about this way 
•without a revolver: the place is not 
safe 
May God protect you!' 


"A« I approached another cluster of 


l:ou«es a watchman sounded bis rattle 
menacingly, and dogs flew at me sav- 
ngely. 
When 
thU 
watchman ap- 


proached. I induced him to accompany 
me. He informed me that the evening 
lieforp a traveler who was staying at 
my hotel, having started early to catch 
« train, had been assissinated about 
ten paces from there. 
Finally we 


reached the inn. It took a long time to 
make them open the door, but I finally 
jrot in«ide 
nnd 
reached 
my room. 


•trembling with fever nnd fntigue. nnd 
fell down helplessly, only conscious 
of having passed an horn- and n half 
whose remembrance will remain with 
me Ions. 
As for my amiable host, 


•whose hospitality might have co«t me 
roy life, he will doubtless never know 
of this adventure.'' 


'-'"' A HEROIC DEED. 


One of the men who joined the Col- 


onial forces which wore battling for 
the freedom of Texas wn« John In- 
Kram. 
During the siege of Gonznles, 


snys the author of "With the Milkers 
of Texas." he performed n feat of hero- 
ism which is yet remembered. 


The Texan*, favored by n dark night. 


opened an entrenchment on the right 
side of the river, within 400 or 500 feet 
of the Alamo, nnd nt daylight the next 
morning the twelve-pounder, supported 
l>y the company to which Ingram be- 
longed, began to thunder. 


The Mexicans were not slow to reply, 


bui In a short time the fire on both 
Rides slackened in consequence of n 
«lense fog which completely concealed 
every object beyond the distance of a 
few yards. 


After the fog dissolved, the cannon-

The fish was styled a sklllagalee or 


large blllflsh by the authorities on T 
wharf, but never before was one of 
that species known to grow to half ita 
sl>e. 


All one day the animal was on exhi- 


bition at the store of the Gloucester 
Flab Company in Atlantic avenue, and 
a wondering crowd marvelled at its 
proportions. Its tail measured six feet 
when extended, its side fin was nearly 
two feet long, and its huge dorsal was 
nearly four feet. It had a sharp nose, 
about two feet long, as hard as a 
Roman sword, and its head was larger 
than a swordflsh. 


Daniel McDonald told a Journal man 


the story of the capture. 
"A week 


ago," he said, "in a dead calm. Dowdy 
and I put off in a dory. We had rowed 
but a short distance from the ship 
when we saw this fish rising, and as 
be reached the surface I put a harpoon 
into him. Then I saw that he was 
like no swordflsh that ever lived. He 
tore around in the water, creating enor- 
mous waves, and then dashed at the 
boat. 
He bit it a number of times 


with his body, but his sword was so 
short in proportion that he was unable 
to use it. 


"Then he started to run away. The 


line grew taut, and we tore through the 
water like a torpedo boat. 
Twenty 


knots we did, if we did one, and dories 
aren't made to stand a strain like that. 


"After a while It tried to ease up, but 


each time we pulled taut ou the rope. 
This finally tired him out. 
He was 


bleeding all the time, and at last, five 
hours after we harpooned him, he 
turned over. Then we started to pull 
back to the ship. She was fully ten 
miles away, and the monster, which 
weighed 1400 pounds, was not easy to 
move, even in the water. We finally 
got back, completely tired out. It was 
a great victory."—Boston Journal.

CORN PUDDING. 


A smoking corn pudding is a pleas-

This dish, may be 
prepared In winter from canned corn, 
and makes an excellent variety in veg- 
etables to serve with meat If the sugar 
is left out. 


BAKERS' CUSTARD PIE.

cream. 
Stir thoroughly a tablespoon- 


ful of sifted flour into three tablespopn- 
fuls of sugar; this separates the parti- 
cles of flour so that there will be no 
lumps; then add to It the beaten yolks, 
put In a pinch of salt, a teaspoonful 
of vanilla and a little grated nutmeg; 
next the well beaten white* of the 
eggs; and lastly, a pint of scalded 
milk (not boiled) which 
has

cooled; mix this in by degrees and turn 
all into a deep pie pan, lined with puff 
paste, and bnke from twenty-five to 
thirty minutes.

as a free gift some part of their cost 
of living, the result would unquestion- 
ably be deplorable. 
It would mean 


that the social organism was commit- 
ting slow suicide. The male portion of 
the population would be less and lees 
able to marry because it would lack 
the wage-earning power to maintain a 
wife and family. The female portion 
would be exempt from the economic 
pressure which must candidly be ad- 
mitted, in perhaps numerous cases, to 
be one of the caaees that lead 'women 
to accept marriage. 


Thus where women were largely em- 


ployed we should expect the birth-rate 
to fall, a« it is falling in England and 
the United States, and the number ot 
unemployed male clerks to increase to 
enormous proportions, as It Is reported 
to have done in England. If, however, 
we look at the evidence of general sta- 
tistics, It Is not proved that the substl- 
tutlon of female for male labor has 
gone to very serious lengths. 


It would seem that while the open- 


ings for women have increased, and 
are increasing in the modern order of 
Industry, the number of men employed 
Fully keeps pace with the population. 
tt may, too, be reasonably contended 
that the Increased opportunities for 
women must have a salutary influence 
upon the race by placing women in 
a better economic position, and en- 
abling them to insists upon a higher 
standard of morality and conduct in 
nen before they will consent to give 
heir hands. 
Women's labor Is only 


mischievous 
when it reduces male 


abor to a parasitic position, as Iu tbo 
own of Dundee, where, owing to the 
'act that the competition of the low- 
wage countries of .the East has to be 
faced, employers cannot pay men, and 
hose who should be workers subsist 
ipon the wages of their wives.—Lon- 
don Mall.
